THE HON. ME. JUSTICE GRAY. 

Tho Qu(!bue morning Chronicle of Feb 
riiury 7th has an articlo on the subject of 
tho movement on f. i t in Ottawa to, muke 
tliat city and its vicinity a district with 
sepiirato jurisdiction, snnilar to the Dis- 
trict of British Cuhunbia urouiul Wasli- 
ington. After expressing approval of tho 
idea, it refers to the fact that in 1872 
tho Hon. .lohii Gray, M. 1'., now a judge 
in Britisli flolumbia published u vory val- 
uable work entitled "Coiifoderation," or 
tho politiciil or parliamentary history of 
Canada fruin tlio Conferfiiico of Quebec in 
Oct. 1804, to tho admia.sioii of British 
Columbia in July, 1S71, in which this sub- 
ject was dificusaed. After adverting 
to tho reaearcli and scholarship of tliis 
work and the nice discrimination display- 
ed in handling^ vexed public questions, tlie 
article gives a 'short biographical sketch 
of the author, stating tiiat iMr. Gray was 
an active member of I'arlianioiit and a 
lawyer of great ability. The secuiui vol- 
ume of the \vork referred to, however, 
never appeared, though it was a pity it 
should stop short at July, 18G7. Judge 
Gray, it states, was one of the foundoi.> 
of tho Fedoral Union, and the early years 
of liis life are inseparably connected with 
tho political activity of iSow Brunswick, 
both before and after Confederation. In 
1857-68 ho was selected as Umpire be- 
tween Great Britain and tho U. S. under 
the tieaty of Washington. In 18G0-C1 ho 
was Her Majesty's (Jomniissionor on tho 
Toiiant question in Princo Edward Island 
and in 18f)7 Doiiiiiiiini Arbitrator be- 
tween the Broviiicos of Ontario and Que- 
bec undur tho British North America Act. 
Uis political life in Mew Brunswick and 
Canada extended from 1850 to 187-, and 
in turn ho had been Attorney-General 
and Speaker of the House o f Assembly 
and ono of the delegates to the Charlotte- 
town and Quebec Cunventions in 18U-1, 
and in all of these positions he hadsliown 
qualiQcations of tho highest character. 
It only retnains to be said that such im- 
partial teatnnony to the ability, valuable 
services, and distingiiiahed career, of ono 
of tlio ablest of our judges will be at once 
a source of pride and .satisfaction to tlie 
people of this province. 

AN IMPORTANT HILL. 

One of the mosi; important, if not tho 
most important bill that has come before 
the legislature .since confederation, is now 
in tho hands of llio private bills commit- 
tee. We refer to the measure wliich i.s 
intended to incorporuto the Columbia mid 
Kootonay Railway and Transportatiun 
Company. The bill, in all its easfiitial 
details, will be found in these columns 
this morning. Tho privileges naked are 
great; but tlio beiiodta to bo conforred by 
tho bill are also largo. It is urged by 
«omo that tho bill if passed will place 
Kootonay and hor chief waterway in 
the hands of a monopoly; that the secur- 
ity proposed is inauQicicnt; that there ia 
no uniformity of freight or passenger 
rates; that tho clato of completion i.s too 
remote; and that the company, not the 
government, should hoar the expense of 
survey. While h 'norablo members 
should watch tho narrowly, so that 

neither public nor private rights shall , bo 
jeopardized, yet thoy must be equally 
careful not to place obstacles in the way 
of tho introducli.m of capital from what- 
soever source it may come. We are as- 
sured that the promoters of the bill are 
in no way connected with tho Northern 
Pacific Railway Co, , which is a point in 
their favor. Tlie bill will be reported to 
house some day ne.tt week, when a lively 
discussion is anticipati^d.

Wilson said at the meeting ho w ould «up- 
port the government if the other members 
did, even if he had said so, as our other 
two members have not chosen to support 
any Government it could not be said' that 
ho had broken such a promise. 

Mr. Cowan stated he had been hitherto 
elected to support Mr. Walkem and had 
faithfully fulfilled his promise, thtit Mr. 
Walkem was out of politics and that ho 
was now an independent candidate and 
would support that party that would do 
justice to his District. A letter was read 
from ;Mr. McLeese who w.ia Linablo to at- 
tend the meeting, announcing that he 
came out as an independent candidate. 
For tho balance of tho platform of tlie 
candidates I think Mr. Smithe must bavo 
copied it when he gavo his first miniator- 
ial spoccli the other day. Tho pronounced 
policy of the present Ouvoriiment was an 
ooho of the promises of tho candidates on 
the platform at BarkiirviUe. 

There was one other prmiiiae made by 
the candidates that they would agree with 
one another, and niy opinion is that they 
are working most harmoniously together. 
So far Mr. Wilson has broken no prom- 
iacB, which h.o would have done if ho had 
alllod himself with a thoroughly demoral- 
ized party that wa.s unable to help his 
constituents. His vote has saved his 
District and entitles it to some consider- 
ation at tho hands of tho Government.

Following are the essential points of a 
bill which was laid before 'tho local par- 
liament yesterday by Mr. Pooloy: 

Section 1. John C. Ainsworth, of Oak- 
land, California, Geo. J. Ainaworth, of 
Portland, Oregon, and Enoch W. Blasdel 
of Oakland, California, all of the I'nited 
States of America, and such other per- 
sons and corporations as shall in pursu- 
ance of this act become shareholders, are 
hereby constituted a body politic and cor- 
porate by tho name of the " Columbia 
and Kootonay Railway and Transporta- 
tion Company, " hereinafter called tho 
company, 

2, The capital stock of the company 
shall bo fivQ.million doUii^s,jdfvide^ into 
fifty thousand shares of on'o'huindred dol- 
lars each, which shall be applied, firat, to 
tho payment of all costs and expenaes in • 
curred in the passing of tliia act, and the 
remainder for the purpose of tlie com- 
pany's undertaking. 

3, Tho persons named in the first sec- 
tion of this act shall be and .are hereby 
constituted provisional directors of the 
ciiini)any, of whom two shall form a quo. 
rum for tho transaction of business, anil 
they shall hold office until tho first elec- 
tion af directors under this act, and shall 
have power to open stock books and pro - 
cure Bubacriptiona of stock for tho under- 
taking. 

4, The office of the company shall bo 
in the city of Victoria. 

8. Tolla and fares ahail bo from time 
to time fixed and regulated by the by- 
laws of tho company, or by tho directors, 
or by any person duly authorized by tho 
directors, or by shareholders at any gen 
eral meeting, and may bo demanded and 
received for all passengers and goods up- 
on the steamers or railways of tho com- 
pany, and.shall be paid to such person on 
the said steamers and at such' places near 
the railway in suoh manner and under 
such regulations as tho bylaws or rules of 
tho company may direct. 

9. Tho company may acquire, build, 
equip and maintain ii line of steaniora anil 
ether vessels for tho purpose of carryiiit{ 
freight and passengers to and fro, from 
that point on Kuotenay river where tho 
southern boundary lino of British Colum- 
bia intorsects the said river, thence down 
the said river to Kootei.ay lake and 
through and throughout said lake and its 
navigable tributaries. 

10. The company may lay out, con- 
struct, acquire, build, e(^uip, maintain 
and work a continuous line of railway 
from the outlet of Kootenay lake to some 
point on the Columbia river hcroinafter 
to be determined upon, and such railway 
may be built either upon the broad or 
narrow guago, 

11. The company may acquire, build, 
equip and maintain a further lino of stea- 
mers and other vessels to run upon and 
navigate tho Columbia river to and fro, 
from the point where the southern bound- 
ary lino of British Cidumbia intersects 
said river, to that point where the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway shall strike the said 
river and cross tho same, and thence, to 
and fro, up tho said river to tho head of 
navigation thereon, 

12. Tho survey of tho said railway shall 
be commenced on nr before the first day 
of July, 1884:, and the construction and 
equipment thereof completed and tho 
route already hereby defined, well and 
properly supplied with steamers) on or bi- 
foro the 31st day of December, 1887, or 
within ono yuar after the completion of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Vi. 'J ho company shall on or before tho 
tliirty-first day of December, 1887, de- 
posit with some bank in Victoria to the 
credit of the Government of British Col- 
umbia, the sum of twenty-five thou.sand 
dollars in United States honds, or in cash 
or security for the duo coinpletiuii ul the 
said lino of railway, and the equipment of 
the route herein mentioiiod, with steam- 
ers, in accordance with the terms of llii.H 
aol; and if such deposit is not made bo-, 
fore the thirty-first day of December, 
1887, this act shall be null and void and 
all privilege granted thereby shall he ab- 
solutely forfeited. 

Provided, however, that if the line of 
steamers and railway is in operation, on 
or before the Slst of December, 1887, 
the company will not bo required to make 
any deposit with the government. If, 
however, the company make tho deposit 
aforesaid then they shall havo one year 
from said date or from tho time wlien the 
British Columbia section of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway is ofiicially declared to be 
completed in which to complete the line 
of Btoamers and railway, and should the 
said lino of steamers and railway bo com- 
pleted within this time, tho amount 
placed to the credit of the government of 
British Columbia shall bo refunded to the 
company, and the company shall receive 
all tho rights and' benefits conferred in 
this Act, but should the company fail to 
conipleto the lino of steamers and railway 
as aforesaid, then this Act will bo null 
and void and tho twonty-five thousand 
dollars dopositod to tho credit of the gov- 
ernraont of British Columbia will boconio 
and form a part of tho property of said 
govornmont. 

14. Tho government of British Coliim- 
bia, in consideration of tho company uu- 
dortaking to construct, equip, maintain 
and work the said line of stoairiera and 
railway, shall immediately on the passage 
of this' -act,' set apart and resorve to the 
company every alternate section of laud 
on each side of- tho route navigated by 
the said two lines of steamers and over 
which the railway pawos', auob reserve to 
oommtnce aVihe point on the louth^ra 



boundary lino of British Columbia, here- 
inbefore referred to, and end at the head 
of navigaiicn on tho Columbia river, and 
uvcry .such section of land thall be ono 
mile in width by 8i.x miloa in depth, and 
shall as near as possible lie measurod at 
right angles to the water stretches navi- 
gated' by the steamers and to the general] 
course of tho line of railway, and shallj' 
when surveyed, bo mimborod on tho map 
of such survey with coii.si'cutive luiuibcrs 
commpiiciiig with numiier 1, and anch re- 
servo .shall include all mines, mineral 
and substances of whatever kind there- 
upon, therein or tlioreundor, not already 
owned or lawfully held by other parties, 
and tho company .shall thoreu|)on be en- 
titled to take immediate possession of tho 
said land.s and uso, oceupy, work and en- 
joy the same and grant leases thereof, and 
enter into agroeinenta for tho sale thereof 
subject to the completion of tho com- 
pany's title to the s.iid lands in uianncr 
therein provided.

Astonishingly Rich Mines. 



ESTIMATED VALUE OF A SINGLE LOCATION,

Mr. R. E. Sproule, who arrived from 
Kootenay on Saturday, brings about 25 
pounds of specimens of galena ore taken 
from a ledge on KuoLonay lake. He flays 
tlie tnines there are of vast richnois.

The 
main eeam is 100 feet in thioknes.s and 
Mr. Sproule estiniiitcs that the value of 
a single location is §50,000,000! He has a 
very well drawn map of the locality, and 
if onu-half that hu says is true the coun- 
try ia on the ova oF a great mining ox- 
uitement, of which Kootenay will be the 
centre. 

Fraaor River Rall'way Company. 

This bill proposes to incorporate Rob- 
ert VV. Deanc, merchant; Loftus R. Mc- 
Innes, doctor of medicine; Justus Hoivi- 
Bon, merchant; James A. Clarke, gentle- 
man; Henry Elliott, trader; Jaraos A. 
Laidlaw, canner; Henry V. Edmonds, 
commission agent; Donald Chisholm, mill 
owner; John S. McDonald, contractor; 
John Adair, canner; Samuel Trapp, mer- 
chant; and such other persons and cor- 
porations as shall in pui'suance cjf this 
Act become shareholders and hereby con- 
stitutes a body corporate and politic, by 
the name of the " Eraser River Railway 
Company," (herinafter called "the com- 
pany.")

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 
p.^ni. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Watiion. 

PKTITIONS. 

Mr. Pooloy presented petition for pri- 
vate bill from Messrs. Dunsmuir & Dig- 
gle for building a railway at Departure 
I'ay, and for oilier purposes, which was 
road and referred to private bills com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wilson presented .i petition from 
Messrs. May and ClifTord asking for cer- 
tain mining privileges in Ominoca. A.lao 
referred to private bills committee. 

REl'OKT. 

First report was presented by Mr. T. 
Davie from the priruto bills committee. 
He atatod that the report was a majority 
report. 

Mr. Orr- From same coinmitteo pre- 
sented a iniiiority report, to the effect 
that J C A in.-i worth and others had not 
properly complied with the ruloa of the 
housQ.,;< *r ' . 

Mf.''Davie tiiovcd that the majority re- 
port be adopted by the house and stated 
the reasons by which the majority had 
arrived at the conclusions they had. Ob- 
jections had been raised that the adver- 
tisement had not been published in the 
district of Yale, tvhich is contiguous to 
that of Kootenay. The majority of the 
eommitteo had come to tho conclusion 
that tho rules had been complied with by 
publishing the notice in the Victoria 
l)a[)ors . 

Mr. GaU)r:uth also explained the action 
of the committee in coming to the con- 
clusion they did . : • : ■ 

Mr. Allen wished to ask Mr. Galbraith 
whether he had any interest directly or 
indirectly in the bill before tlie house. 

Mr. flalbraith replied in tho negative. 

Mr. Orr contended that the rules of 
order with regard to private bills had not 
been swictly complied with. Sotting 
aside the fact that a newspaper is pub- 
lished in Yale distriot, there are two pa- 
pers published in NewWestminster which 
have a larger circulation on the mainland 
than Tlie Colonist and Slandanl. 

Hon. Mr. Robson remarked that he 
did not coincide witli the opinion of the 
hon. member for Victoria city that the 
Victoria papers had the largest circula- 
tion on the i^ainlaud. Be could at least 
speak for one of the mainland papers on 
this point (hear, hoar.) Even if «iich a 
fact nocc-isarily existed it shmilil not stul- 
tify the action of the hnii.Hc in such a gi- 
gantic undertaking as that which w.is cun- 
temi)'ated in Kootenay. 

Hun. Mr. Sinithu said that .I'thnui^'h 
minority reports had been entt rianicd 
hero yet such was nto the nf-a;,'o in Diher 
logi.shuive asseinbliiw. It is iimicsiraljlo 
that tho pass.ige of tl.e billsliould be stop- 
ped by the opinion ot a minority of the 
private billa eommitteo. Of course the 
utmost consideration was always bestowed 
by the house on the reports of the private 
bills committee, but it was a question upon 
which the wholo house should docido. 

Mr. Seinliu was of opinion that tho 
majority report should be adopted by tho 
house. If any other course had been 
taken it might have boon aaid that the 
petitioners were desirous of preventing 
people interested in the matter from ob- 
taining information respecting it. 

Mr. .\llen remarked that he ha<l given 
a conscientious vote in this iniUtor, and 
as long as he was in the house he would 
vote conacientioiialy. Facta had come to 
his notioe within the last 80 hours which 
convinced him that it would not bo right 
to give away that country to a c.^mpany 
of .Amoricans. 

Majority report adopted, tho bill read 
a first time and the bill referred to pri- 
vate bills eommitteo. 

An act to incorporate the Eraser river 
railway company, was read a first tinio 
and referred to private bills committee. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill intituled " .\n act to remove 
certain disqualllicationB of justices of the 
peace. " 

Read a first time; second reading on 
Thursday. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill intituled " An act to legalize 
the appointments of certain provincial 
ofiicors. " 

Road a first time; second reading Tues- 
day. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — Asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill intituled "An Act to fis the 
times for holding courts of assizes and 
other courts." 

Read a fir.ii lime; second reading Tues- 
day. 

Mr. Orr moved the following resolu- 
tion: That a committee be appointed for 
the purpose of visiting the asylum for the 
insane, at New Westminster, and to re- 
port to this house as to the manner in 
which it is conducted, and the adaptabil- 
ity of the present building fur the safety, 
Comfort, and recovery of patients. 

In moving tho above roaolution, Mr. 
Orr referred to the report of the superin- 
tendent of tho asylum, to the effect that 
tho building was too crowded; and from 
his own observation he was piepared to 
say that the building was wholly unadapt- 
od for the care of the insane. In tho in- 
terests of humanity the building should 
not remain in its present sta'.o. Some 
stops ought to be taken to remedy de- 
fects with regard to this institution. 

Seconded by Mr. Allen. 

Mr. Arniationg had no objection to the 
appointment of a committee, but he did 
object to tho adjournment of the house 
for tho purpose of investigating asylum 
matters. It was a question for tho gov- 
ernment to inquire into, and he was sure 
they would do their duty. 

Hon. Mr. Sraithe thought that if a com- 
mittee were appointed it would be iioceas- 
ary to adjourn tho house in 
order • to ij> inquire into asylum 
matters. The government did not in- 
tend to express an opinion on the matter, 
but thoy cbuljd look into this and all other 
similar matfera'' during the recess. At 
the next session of the house a committee 
of inquiry might be ordered if considered 
necessary. 

Mr. Allen thought that a conimitlue 
could go up by the Friday morning's boat 
and return on Saturday, so that no time 
would be lost. 

Mr. Beavon took exception to the ro- 
niarks of tho promior. Tho govornniont 
should express an opinion as to tho ad- 
visability of adopting the resolution. He 
thought- it well that such institutions 
should be visited ~by committees of tho 
house whenovof pftclicablo. 

Mr. Soinli* whea' a ineniber of the 
house in formeryoars had boon continually 
mot by a section of the B. N. A. Act which 
declared that all resolutions involving ex- 
pense should emanate from tho govoru- 
mont. If tho honorable mover would un- 
dertake to pay the expense then it'would 
be in order. • 



Mr. T. Darie coincided with tho opin- 
ion of the hon. senior niomber for Yale 

Mr. Martin wanted to liavo this and all 
other grievances on the niainland enquired 
into. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought it well that 
the matter had been brought forward as it 
was now brought prominently before the 
government. Thu wholo question would 
have to be considered fully with a view to 
the larger quo.ilion of ameliorating the 
condition of those unfortunates. Ho was 
obliged to his hon. colleague for bringing 
this matter forward, but a cummittoo 
could hardly in a few hours present such a 
report as would enable the house to deal 
with tho matter properly. 

Mr. Orr bogged leave withdraw the 
resolution as ho was convi^iccd that tho 
government would take such step.s as were 

Mr. McLeeao asked to introduce a bill 
intituled "Tho Sleigh Regulation Act, 
1883." Leave granted. Bill read a first 
time, second reading on Friday next. 

Mr. Rayboiild asked leave to introduce 
a bill intituled "An act to amend the tjor- 
oner's Inquest Act, 1882." Read a tirst 
time. Second reading on Thursday. 

Tho hon. TSlr. Drake asked leave to in- 
troduce a bill intituled "An Act to amend 
the 'Mineral Act, 1873."' 

Mr. Beaven remarked that the act was 
not properly named. 

Mr. T. Uavio said the remark of his 
honorable colleague was the retinementof 
technicality (hear, hear.) Ho considered 
that there wua no compulsion to describe 
the amendment bill as the mover had 
done. It would have boon better for tho 
late government if they had been a little 
more [larticuUir in tiiu way in which bills 
wore drawn up. He feared he would 
have to wade through all th:i t ; ascer- 
tain what the title is. The whtdc niass 
Was so confusing that a coal mining act 
was actually amended by a gold mining 
aut. 

Hon. Mr. Drake said his motion was 
correct, and if he felt disposed to follow 
the advice of the lender of the opposition 
ho would have given notice of a bill to 
amend a bill which had no existence. 

Mr. Beavon claimed that his objection 
was good and tho second member from 
Victoria city referred to an act which was 
repealed in 1882. 

'Iho bill was then road a Qrst time. 

QUKSTIO.N.S. 

Mr. Orr asked the honorable tho chief 
commissioner of lands and works thu fol- 
lowing question : 

What was iheanuumt dUe to Mr. Mur- 
chison, of Langley, for work done under 
contract for the government, and why tho 
amount was not paid. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe replied as follows: 
This is one of the many claims left by the 
late government. Tho amount is S40;i 48. 
Payment was first refused by the honora- 
ble Mr. Walkom as chief commisaioner 
of lands and works, bucause of alleged 
lack of authority, subsequently the posi- 
tion waF. taken that the claim wns oxcua 
aive but no steps appear to have been 
taken by the late government to effect a 
settlement of the matter on an equitable 
basis. 

Mr. Orr asked the honorable the chief 
cominissionor of lands and works tho fol- 
lowing question : 

Wholiier the dry dock work and the 
work in the alone quarry is atiil continu- 
ed by day work, iuid whether it is the in- 
tention of tho government to continue 
the work on tho same system, and what 
ia the daily average of expenditure in con- 
nection with the said works? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe replied as follows: 
In tho conduct of the work at the graving 
dock, the late govornniont left no infor- 
mati'in in the departments as to the rela- 
tive co.it of tho work by day as against 
contract prices. With a view of deter- 
mining the comparative cost of the two 
syMteiiis 1, two weeks ago inilrucled 
the resident engineer to nicaauru up the 
work donrj by day labor m order lliat the 
completi i;oniparison might bo made un- 
der the: various heads of the several 
classes of work. Mr. Bennett having 
been ill haa not been able to make the 
nioasuremonts and to report upon the 
subject. 

Tenders were called fur by the late 
chief commissioner of lands and works for 
the completion of tho dock; but noiio so 
far have boon received. 

The daily expenditure on dock account 
(contract No. ii.) for tho period from 1st 
July 1882 to :5l8t Decoinbur 1882, 7 
months or 182 days is !j235. The daily 
average for the month of .lanuary being 
§285. These figures do not include pay- 
ment for cement or resident engineer's 
salary which are not chargeable under 
contract No. 3. 

Mr. Beaven rose to a point of order, 
asserting that tho loader of the 
government was out of order in answer- 
ing ([uestiiins in the way he did. He had 
no objections to the chief commissioner 
of lands and works spreading himself but 
ho should conSne himself to facts. 

Mr. Pooley asked tho honorable the 
leader of the g(jveriunent the following 
(question : 

Whether it ia the iiitenlioi; of the gov- 
ernment to take any stops towards placing 
a sum on the estimates, this session, for 
the payment of bounties for the destruct- 
ion of wolves and panthers within tho 
settled districts of thu province. 

Hon. jMr. Sinitliu leplied as follows: 
The question of |)laciiig a small sum on 
tho estimate for the purpose indicated 
in the quostion from the hon. member 
for Esquimau is under consideration. 

Mr. Raybould asked the lion, leader of 
the government the following (piostion: 
If they are awara that a petition has l)ecii 
forwarded to the Dominion government 
by the settlers in Cetlar, Crnnbeiry, Wel- 
lington, iMountain, Coinox and Cowiclian 
districts; and if it ia the intention of tho 
provincial govornmeut to respect the 
squattnrs' rights if is found that the 
Island railway lands have reverted to the 
province. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe replied as follows: — 
Tho governmenl was aware that such a 
petition was forwarded. The lands are 
reserved for railway purposes to the Fed- 
eral government, against whom a claim 
exists for keeping the lands so long from 
settlement without building tho Island 
railways. In the event of the lands re- 
verting to the province it will be the aim 
of tho government to deal equitably with 
all bona fide settlors. 

CHI.VKSK. 

Mr. Beaven moved — That the attention 
of the government of the Dominion of 
Canada bo respectfully called to a minute 
of tho Executive Council of British Col- 
umbia, approved on the Idth August,1882, 
referring to tho immense in6ux of Chinese 
into tho province; and that thoy be ro- 
queated by this Ijogislative .\;iscnibly, by 
telegram from tho honorable thu Speaker, 
to cause an act, diuiilar in principle to tho 
United StutuB Ueatriction Law, to bocomo 
law during tho prosont session of tho par- 
liament of Canada; and that Mr. Speaker 
do also communicate the substance of this 
resolution, by telegram, to the represen- 
tatives of this province in the parliament 
of Canada. 

Mr. T. Davio referred to the orders in 
council of the 19th August, aii-d said he 
yielibd to no membor of the house in a 



wish to restrict the Chinese evil. The 
question had been tho atalkiiig-horae at 
the two last general olectious. In 1878 
tho same iilcdges woro made, and the re- 
sult was a resolution passed by this house 
had coiuQ to nothing. All ho could say 
waa that the resolution was iiioroly got up 
for tho purpose uf making political cani- 
tal. Tho resolution of the hu:i. goiitle- 
uiaii was nothing m"re than thoao that 
hail bean passed in former years, and 
nothing had come of theiu. Ho wanted 
to BOO something done once for all. The 
Dominion govurniuent hud iiover been 
properly instructed as to tho nature of 
this subject. It was very unlikely that 
the Dominion government when busily 
engaged with other matters could 
give that attenti{ni to this subject that its 
importance doiiianded, and to send such 
a resolution tis had been offered would 
defeat tho very object it had iix riow. It 
would require years of agitation before 
such a measure could bo carried in tho 
house of commons, and it was not likely 
that Sir J(jhn IMncdonald would take up- 
t)n himself to act on a tolegraiii sent by 
the \i. C. legislature. Such a supposi- 
tion would bo unreasonable and it would 
bo no use passing a resolution that would 
at once fall to the ground — beuig voted 
down by tho eastern provinces. Those 
province.1 leiiuired to be uducatod on 
these matters. So far as British Colum- 
bia ia concerned she had beua undergo- 
ing an education on this ([ucation for 
many years [last. Had tho house been 
called together inimodiatoly after tho gen- 
oral election, acticn could have been taken 
to some purpose and there would have 
been n chance fcr the Dominion govorn- 
meut to have considered tho question. 
That was not done. An o.\prosaion of 
opinion as to how far the Dumiiiion gov- 
ernment Could go, and how far thus legis- 
lature Could go, would be all that could 
be ex|>ectud. He diff'ored with some on 
the powers of tho legislature under the 
'.HJth section of tho B. N. A. net. In his 
oi)inion that section gave tho legislature 
power to deal with this and other matters. 
U'lial ia wanted is concurrent action by 
thi.s house and tho comnioua at Ottawa. 
He was disappointed in not being able to 
find tho Australian acts in the govern- 
ment olhce. Tho legialatiiro should cer- 
tainly have been supplied witli them. A 
good deal of puv or was given with regard 
to iiniuigratiou, and white immigration 
must eo hand in hand with tho driving 
out of the Chinese and Cliincso labor. 
There wa« no other way of dealing with 
the matter. There was no use in driving 
Chinese away till their labor could be sup- 
plied by white immigration. Nothing 
had been done by the present govern- 
ment; but ho was suro much would bo ac- 
complished by the present one. The last 
goveriinient had lost a splendid opportu- 
nity of advertising the country wheulbn 
Princess and Govornor-Geii6t«l arrived; 
yet they did not avail thoniaelves of it. 
Tlie idea should have presented itself to 
them that representations of the London 
Illit>tialeil and Graphic might easily have 
been secured on that occasion. He char- 
acterized this as terrible neglect. 81000 
spent in this manner insteix^ of many 
thousn nds squandered in other ways 
would il ivo been a great and lasting ben- 
efit to ihe jirovincc. But it was no usu 
cryiu.,' about spilled milk. He thought 
that tho true rumedy for the Chinese evil 
was to bring in a white population and 
ho would therefore offer the following 
amcndmtnt, seconded by tho senior mom- 
ber for Yale, Mr. Semlin, that all the 
words after "that" be struck out and 
the following inserted: 

"This house strongly urges upon tho 
goveininent of tho province tho import- 
ance of adoptKi,; ' Very constitutional 
method which can be di vised for restrict- 
ing tho further iraniigratioii of Chinese in- 
to Britiiili Columbia, for compelling those 
who are now roaidont here to comply with 
the revenue and other laws of thu province, 
and for inaugurating a liberal sohoino of 
assisted white immigration, and this house 
regrets that owing to the persittont hold- 
ing of oRico of tho lalo govornniont no op- 
portunity has been afTorded tho present 
administration for opeiiiny negotiations 
with tho Dominion government with a 
view to coiicurront action upon these vi- 
tal titioations in time to bo submitted to 
tho Dominion Parliamont and this house 
respectively at their present sessions. 
Ho had not much more to say on theaub- 
joct. Tho amendment whirh. ho had tho 
lionor to n)ove covered much more ground 
than tho rescdutiou. It was certain that 
under tho late government out of a Chi- 
nese population alono of ll!,000 on tho 
mainland to say nothing of whites only, 
$9000 of school tax had been collected, 
which was sufficient proof that the tax had 
been exten.sivoly evaded by that class of 
people. The Ooeensland Act dealt with 
this matter of Chinese taxation; but that 
act he had not boon able to icot hold of. 
The question should bo dealt with in a 
crucial manner and further claptrap 
dhuuld be avoided. In his opinion, the 
best way to drive Chinese out of the 
country would be to got while labor in. 
(Hear, hoar and applause.) 

Mr. Duck roniarked that what was dono 
should bo dono by the unanimous vote of 
tho house. All would go with the gov- 
ernment in restricting tho Chinese evil; 
but he could not vote for nil the amend - 
ment. The old govornniont iKjed mit 
have boon censured any nioro. Tt was not 
necessary. He would vote for both the 
roaolution and amondmont if ho could. 

iMr.Uelgesen rose to move the adjourn- 
ment of the debate so that hon. members 
could understand the matter. He would 
support the resolution so far as he could 
see at [iresent . 

Seconded by Mr. f I rant. 
Mr.Oalbraith thought there was a groat 
deal in what had been aaid \)y tlio mover 
of tho amendinont. The people of the 
oast would have to bo educated to look 
upon this (juestion in a proper manner. 
Tho action of the house should bo unani- 
mous to effect any good in tliis matter. If 
his hon. friend would eliniiiiiito his con- 
sure of tho late governnaont he would 
support it. He hoped ho would see the 
advisability of adopting this course. 

Mr. Beavon proceeded to spoak to tho 
main question when he was called to or- 
der by tho speaker. 

A discussion here occurred as to whe- 
ther the senior member for "Victoria was 
in order. 

Hon. Mr. Robson rose to a point uf 
(jrder. Ho thought the iiucstion was a 
very 8ini[)lc one. If a member could 
apeak to the main question it would bo a 
contradiction in terms. The motion was 
to stop debating thu question further. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe also rose to a point 
of order. He would be aorry if Mr. 
Speaker allowed the hon. goiitlonian op- 
posite to proceed, as ho (Mr. Speaker) 
was entirely right. Reference could not 
bo made to tho main (jucation under a 
motion to adjourn. the debate. He trust- 
ed the leader of tho opposition would 
not:8eek to override parliamentary rules. 

The debate was accord iii;:jly adjourned. 

Mr. Beaven moved tho following reso- 
lution: 

That a respectful add reaa bo presented 
to his lionor tho lieuteTiant-govoruor, ro- 
quosting him to cause to bo «et down to 
this house copies of all orders in council, 



correapoiidencc, and pai)er9, since 5th 
October, 1832, relating to the withdrawal 
of Her Majesty's ships from British Col- 
umbian waters. The honorable gontle- 
niaii moved tho resolution in cousequonce 
of remarks which fell from the honorable 
tho promior in his speech on the policy of 
his government to tho effect that the dis- 
patch of tho late government was a very 
weak one. He noticetl that the Domin- 
ion government had acted promptly on 
that dispatch which was not their 
usual cuatoin. Ho wished to get tho pa- 
per printed so that the public could see 
what bad been done. 

Seconded by Mr: Armstrong. 

Hon. Mr. fSniitho wislied to correct a 
statement uf the senior member of Vic- 
toria. He did not say that the dispatch 
was a weak one but that' it was thought 
necessary to send forward a much strong - 
or one. 

Hon. Mr. Robson romarkod that it 
was a telegram sent by tho govornor-gon- 
eral to Ottawa and to his own government 
that brought about such prompt action on 
the part of tho Ottawa authorities. 

Carried. 

The honorable Mr. Drake asked leave 
to introduce a bill intituled "an Act to 
amend tho municipality Act, 1881." 

Leave granted: Bill and firat time. 
Second reading Tuesdtiy. 

Mr. Orr asked leave to inlradnce a bill 
intituled "an .-^ct to amend tho 'Suniass 
dyking Act, 1878," 

Mr. T. - Davio objected to tho bill as it 
proposed to amend a private act. The 
notice w.os withdrawn. 

Mr. Allen asked the honorable the 
chief commissioner of lands and works 
tho following question ; 

At whose exjiense, and by what author- 
ity, tho road party of section I! of the 
main trunk road, rebuilt a bridge leading 
to William Saul's farm; said bridge being 
one mile from tho wagonroadf 

Hon. INfr. Smithe replied that the 
work had been done by the order of hon. 
Mr. Beavon as chief commissioner of 
lands and works . 

SKOO.SD RBADl.VOS. 

Mr. T. Davie moved tho second reading 
of married women's property amend- 
ment billaud explained its provisions. He 
urged tho necessity of passing tho bill. 
It was sinqdy to make a husband liable 
for hia wife's ilebt.s to the extent of the 
property which bo received by her. Tho 
English Act which had boon followed 
might howovor be amoiidod in committee. 

Mr. Beaven thought thoro were some 
objectionable features in the bill just pre- 
sented. He did not like the principle of 
it ill many respects and would like to 
havo tho opinions of other legal members 
of the house. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe thought that tho 
loader of the Opposition should bo able to 
comprehend the provisions of the bill in 
question. It seemed, tphinVrthatit was a 
noceaaary amendment to tho existing Act 
and thought Mr Davie had sufficiently ex- 
plained tho desirability of admitting the 
principle of tho bill. 

Hon. A. E. B. Davie explained tho 
nocosaity of the bill and referred to tho 
Act introduced by the loader of the Oppo- 
sition in 1873. It was desirable that a 
husband should be liable for his wife's 
debts contracted before marriage to tho 
extunt of the property which ho received 
by hor, It ia only fair that such should 
bo tho case. As regards the wrongs com- 
mitted by the wife before marriage tho 
husband should certainly not bo liable. 

Mr. Duck remarked that it was difficult 
to account for tho political eccentricities 
of tho mover of tho bill now before tho 
house but ho thought it was a step in the 
right direction. Still it would certainly 
inaku business for tho lawyers (laughter.) 

Mr. Armstrong did not think the hon. 
attorney-general had given any reasons 
why the bill was necessary. If there 
were no cases of hardship in the province 
such as the bill contemplated dealing with 
it would not be wise to encumber the 
young mon of tho country with such a 
law. 

Mr. Smithe was a member of the house 

two years ago when the original bill was 
under discussion and passed, but he had 
not heard of a single instmco of hardship 
which had occurred under it. Still ho 
was in favor of tho principle of tho bill. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho bill a proper 
one to go into committee. 

Mr. Pooloy remarked that tho bill was 
a doairablo ono to bo placed in tho statute 
book. It might require amendment in 
committee but such amondmonts could 
then bo introduced. 

Mr. Uelgesen, although not a lawyer or 
a son of a lawyer, had always under- 
Stood that husband and wife are one, and 
that ono the husband. The bill was an 
absurdity and ought not to go into eom- 
mitteo. 

Tho bill was then ordered to the com- 
inittoo. 

COAL MI.NK.-i ACT AMEN'Il.MK.SX IIII.L. 

Mr. Dunsmuir moved tho second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the Coal Mining 
Regulation Act. Tho hon. mover explain- 
ed the bill if passed would allow boys of 
14 years to work in the mines, tho limit 
now being 16 years. The present act was 
n hardship on miners who could not em- 
ploy their strong, lusty boys, but wore 
coinpollod to employ Chinese, while their 
boys idled away time that might be profit- 
ably employed. 

Tho bill wa3 conuiiittod, Mr. Somlin in 
the chair. 

In reply to Mr. Duck, Mr. Dunsmuir 
said that under the bill a boy of 14 years 
could not be employed longer than six 

hours in each day, while a boy of IG could 
work eight hours. Tho p.aronts of the 
children woro in favor of tliu change as it 
would prevent the employment of many 
Chinoao. 

The bill was amendod to read that no 
boy under the age of 14 should be employ- 
ed in the mines. 

Tho bill was then referred to the attor- 
ney-general to reconcile tho amendment 
with tho existing act. 

House then adjourned till Tuesday at 
2 p. m.
